There is always the possibility of a

city like this being compelled, at certain
seasons of her development, to borrow j

money, for some proven and profitable
purpose, and to utter bonds for the re-

payment of the money so used. As a

general thing, at such junctures, re-

course is had to the open, general money

market, and more frequently than not,
the Eastern market, with the unescapa-bl- e

consequence that the interest and

principal goes thousands of miles away
from home and is lost to the community
as a fixed asset, forever. There is no

need of this; such money should be

raised at home, used at home, paid at
home, to serve again at home, and in

deference to this admirable principle we

respectfully submit to the Charter Com-

mission now on duty, the necessity of

providing for a change is this needless

sacrifice of local revenues to eenters and
sources that are without a spark of in-

terest in us, beyond our ability to pay
our particular debt to them at the ap-

pointed time. Let the new charter eon-tai- n

a clause, to be employed at the op-

tion of the city of Astoria, permitting
her to issue home-loa- n, bonds, payable in

five, ten, or fifteen years, at 3 or 4 or 5

per cent per annum interest; the bonds

therefore to be issued in small denomi-

nations of $25, $50 and $100, and to be

issued in sequence with their subscrip-
tion, that is, that the first subsciber for
a $25 bond shall receive the first bond

utered, No. 1, and so on up the line by
gradation until the last and highest
bond in the output shall be delivered to
the last and highest bidder. The home- -

loan not only keeps the money at home

and upon the same identical basis of

security attaching to it as if it went
thousands of miles away, namely, the
entire taxable wealth of the community,
but it awakens a deeper and more last-

ing interest in the mind of the citizen
who loans bis money to his city, in the
administration of her affairs and makes
him a party of her financial credit, or dis-

credit, as the case may develop; it gives
the local investor an outlet for his capi-

tal that he knows all about and need not

worry over; it keeps the interest money
at home and in constant circulation in-

stead of despatching it to some great,
indifferent city thousands of miles away;
it gives the poor man with a little to

invest a safe and compensating chance

for investment right at hand, where he

ean, at any time that pressure makes it
necessary, convert his bond back into

cash; it saves the volumne of the loan
to the money resources of the city and

does not drain her of that and the in-

terest on it, for year afterward; in

fact every argument is wholly in favor
of the principle of executing the loan

right in our own market-plac- e and keep-

ing it there until the day of its dis-

charge, or the day of its
when the whole wise practice may be

Think it over, gentlemen!
